There is no talk of 
opposing the appropriation bills with the 
tariff, and Mr, Morrison, who originally 
named the 15th of this m onth as the time 
for beginning the tariff discussion, is dumb 
as a clam regarding the future of his bill. 
Those ia his confidence say that if the 
appropriation bills are passed before the 
tarilfis taken up, no power can keep Con­ 
gress together to debate it, and if Mr. 
Hewitt secures the passage of bis adminis­ 
tration reform bill, be w ill be uncommonly 
fortunate. 
The members are becoming 
anxious about their districts, and as nine- 
tenths ol them are working for renomina­ 
tion. their presence at home as early as 
possible is desirable. 
Mr. Randall says 
that lie can see no reason why Congress 
should not adjourn by the Hit of July, and 
in making that statem ent be of course 
incans that no tariff bill will intervene to 
prevent the immediate passage of the ap­ 
propriation bills.

Startling Development» in Chicago. 
Chicago, May 23d.—A morning paper 
published to-day what purports to be the 
testimony of Captain .Sehaack yesterday

slaughter. This testimony as printed is 
sensational in the extreme, but not incred­ 
ible, and it is anticipated that the develop­ 
ments of the next few days will prove the 
truth of much of it. Captain Sehaack is 
said to have told the jury the following 
facts resulting from the investigation of the 
police departm ent; He had witnesses to 
prove that prisoner Lingg bad manufact­ 
ured a num ber of dynamite bombs from 
material obtained at the office of the Ac­ 
ije! ter Zeitung. These persons were associa­ 
ted with Lingg, one of whom was under 
arrest. The second section of the Captain’s 
testimony was listened to with breathless 
silence. “ I think." said Sehaack, " that 
I have got to the bottom of this business. 
In a couple of days I will have it all, but I 
want a little more time. Then I can prove 
beyond doubt that tliis Anarchist con­ 
spiracy has existed here for years. 
There 
are two divisions of it. One is an agitating 
section, and money is set apart for its ex­ 
plosives. This is called the Socialist sec­ 
tion. Besides this, there is an armed party, 
an Anarchist section. These drill, and are 
trained in the use of explosives.

I can prove that there was a well-laid plan 
to sack and bum districts in Chicago, May 
4th.

Anarchist will not hesitate to commit 
pi-ruirv to become t citizen, if that rela­ 
tion to Government is needed to the end 
he seeks. The deportation of the Anarchists 
is justified hv the frank declaration they 
make of their aims and purposes. 
A Chi­ 
cago clergyman “ interviewed ” the rascals 
of the Haymarket riot in jail at Chicago. 
The leader saidtheir object is not to destroy 
property, hut to 
kill property-owners, 
and themselves seize upon the projicrtv. 
They 
do 
not 
appear 
to 
appreciate 
the legitimate logit* of this doctrine— 
that when 
they 
are 
so 
possessed it 
will he the right of the propertyless to 
kill them in turn. 
True, they respond 
that they will award property among al! 
so i.'iat injustice each will have his share. 
I' it to this ;t is to he replied, the industri­ 
ous anti Irugal will save, (hi* improvident 
and intemperate squander, so it 
will 
come about that the first will possess the 
property oi the latter anti the old relations 
In- thus restored. 
They declare this im- 
jiossible, as under the new order of things 
no cue 
ill lie permitted to hold more than 
his just share. 
But this presupposes rule, 
law, authority, government, whereas they 
dec lare against all rule, law, authority, 
or government, going so far as to say that 
without law there will lie no crime. 
Now 
the Anarchists are few : 
we have no fear 
oí them, or that their infamous doctrines 
will greatly prevail.

Judge Morrison, 
some years ago in San Francisco, held S. B. 
Hussellman, a juryman, to answer before 
the Grand Jury for approaching one of the 
parlies to an action and offering to he 
“ fixed.” 
Tie.* fellow was convicted anti 
“ sent up” for four years. 
Such action it 
presents us in contrast to that of Judge 
Edmonds in merely fining “ jury fixers” 
for contempt of Court. 
It was in the 
power of Judge Edmonds as a magistrate, 
and on his own motion, to have held the 
men to answer liefore the next Grand 
Jury. 
The very fact that they made no 
defense, and stood silent at the liar of the 
Court, was such an admission under all 
the circumstances as to have justified the 
holding of the prisoners for a crime “ dis­ 
covered” before the Court. On Saturday 
we pointed out how the District Attorney 
of San Francisco can secure the binding 
over of the “jury fixers.” 
It is a very 
simple process, and known to all lawyers 
anti magistrates. 
Where no one makes a 
complaint a magistrate may, on suggestion 
of crime, hold an inquisition to discover 
who knows of it, and if the disclosure war­ 
rants the belief on which the suggestion is 
based, he may require the arrest of the 
party apparently guilty. 
Evidently the 
District Attorney of San Francisco does 
not want the “ fixers” arrested.

alties as th e L egislature m ay prescribe. 
Any 
pt-rsou, com pany o r corporation collecting w ater 
rates otherw ise th a n a s so estab lish ed sh all for­ 
feit th e franchise o f su ch person, com pany or 
corporation to th e c ity an d cou n ty o r city or 
irrig atio n district from w hich th e sam e are co l­ 
lected, for th e public use. 
The Legislative Act recites and enforces 
the principles expressed in Sections 3 and 
1 o f the preceding amendments, and re­ 
peals Section 1422 o f the Civil Code. 
The Committee on Resolutions reported 
back the following resolutions, introduced 
by L. M. llolt, which were unanimously 
adopted: 
W h erea s, T he fu tu re prosperity of th e State

Hubert Gardner, of Alameda, offered the 
following, which was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on R esolutions: 
W h erea s. O ne-quarter o f th e people Of th is 
S tate, co n stitu tin g th e counties em braced in the 
so u th ern portion th ereo f, are absolutely d e ­ 
pendent for th e ir ex isten ce on th e proper d is­ 
trib u tio n of w ater for irrig atio n purposes, and 
th e question of irrig atio n being th e greatest 
econom ic question before th e p eople o f th is 
S tate to-day, not ex cep tin g th e lan d an d labor 
question, for w ith o u t th e use of w ater fur irrig a­ 
tion n in e-ten th s ol th e ag ric u ltu ra l lan d in th a t 
section m ust lapse in to barrenness, a n d w ide 
a reas o f prolific soil m u st rem ain sterile, an d 
th e re w ould be no use for th e lan d or for th e la ­ 
borers necessary to cu ltiv a te i t ; th ere'o re, be it 
Resolved, 'I hat rep resen tativ es from all th e 
labor organizations a n d federated trades iu ¿an 
Francisco be in v ited by th e P resid en t o f th is 
C onvention to seats u p o n th is floor, th a t th ey 
m ay m ore fully u n d erstan d th e great question 
oi irrig atio n th a t is now u n d e r discussion, an d 
in w hich th ey h av e su ch a v ital in terest. 
I>. Marks, of San Francisco, introduced 
the following, which was also referred : 
Rrstiirtff. T h at th is C onvention earn estly re­ 
quests th e C ham ber o f C om m erce a n d Board of 
T rade an d Produce E x ch an g e o f S an Francisco 
to express to th« n e x t L egislature, by resolution 
or otherw ise, th e ir sen tim en ts on th e irrigation 
problem . 
The following resolution, reported by 
Charles Mulholland of the Committee on 
Resolutions, was unanimously adopted: 
Rmohrd, T h at past ex p erien ce h av in g given 
us lu ll coufideuce in th e E xecutive C om m ittee, 
therefore, by th is C onvention, full 
plenary 
pow er is eonfered upon th a t com m ittee to «lo all 
a n d every act th a t m ay by th em be deem ed 
necessary to ad v an ce th e interests of irrigation, 
a n d to th at en d to a lte r, am end, ad d to o r tak e 
from th e m easures ad o p ted by th is C onvention, 
an d w ith full pow er a n d a u th o rity to conduct 
th e future cam p aig n ag ain st rip a rian ism . 
Judge North made an address, character­ 
izing common law as generally common 
nonsense, and saying that the best law was 
that of common sense. 
He thought there 
was no logic in the doctrine of riparian 
rights, and prophesied that within two 
years it would not be recognized as law in 
this State. 
The Committee on Resolutions reported 
a declaration of thanks to the press and a 
recognition of Water and 
Land as the 
official organ of the irrigationists. 
The 
resolutions were adopted. 
A recess was taken until the afternoon, 
when Will S. Green, of the Committee on 
Resolutions, reported favorably on the 
resolutions offered by Messrs. Gardner and 
Marks in the morning. They were adopted. 
The committee reported that it bad under 
consideration a preamble and resolutions, 
offered by Mr. Kelsey, concerning a State 
system of irrigation, 
and recommended 
that the same be referred to the State Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, with the recommend­ 
ation that they receive careful considera­ 
tion. 
This was carried. 
On motion of Judge Dibble, the recon­ 
sideration of the vote on a resolution which 
Judge Nourse bad given notice he would 
offer, was laid on the table.

T h e S ta n fo rd U n iv ersity . 
I ’aragrapbs have been current in -o:ne 
Eastern papers to the effect that the deed­ 
ing by Senator and Mrs. Stanford of their 
estates to the Trustees of the Leland Stan­ 
ford, Jr., University was a sm art device to 
escape taxation. 'Ve do not remember that 
any thing of the kind has ever been stated 
or insinuated in this journal. But as a 
matter of public interest, we have made it 
our business to verify the facts, and we find 
that the Vina estate is assessed to the Trus­ 
tees of the Leland Stanford, Jr.. University 
for $517,160, including $59,000 personalty, 
and that the Palo Alto estate in San Mateo 
county is assessed to the same parties lor 
$81,900. There is thus no foundation what­ 
ever for the mean insinuations to which 
our Eastern contemporaries, doubtless from 
inadvertence, gave currency. 
W hen the Senator made his gift to the 
Trustees, he specified no time at which the 
erection of the building for the University 
should begin. But as the public will derive 
benefit from the establishment ol the Uni­ 
versity almost from its very start, and as 
the pleasure which the donors will derive 
from watching the fruition of their pur­ 
poses will be the greater the longer it is 
enjoyed, it would be an agreeable duty for 
us to be enabled to announce that the 
Board of Trustees had met and taken steps 
to make the new institution an existing 
reality. 
We notice that, even as faraway 
as in Australia, people are waiting to see 
the plans adopted in order to benefit by 
their example.—[S. F. Chronicle.

T h e J a n u a r y C ase. 
In the case of A. D. January vs. W. C. 
Van Fleet. Superior Judge of Sacramento 
county, the Supreme Court on Saturday 
dismissed the petition and denied the writ. 
The case was an application for a writ of 
m andate to compel the settlement of a hill 
of exceptions by the trial Judge, on an ap­ 
peal from a conviction of embezzlement. 
In passing upon the matter the Court says : 
“ W ith reference to that bill of exceptions, 
the controlling motive of that official seems 
to have been ids inability, after a consider­ 
able lapse of time (multifarious affairs of 
m om ent having constantly transpired cal­ 
culated to impair his memory anil dim his 
recollection), to accurately recall the evi­ 
dence and [iroccedings occurring at the 
trial. 
When so intelligent and conscien­ 
tious an effort to discharge a duly, as is 
thus evinced, becomes apparent, it is only 
proper that it should he upheld.”

plauded. Judge Galloway also made a 
short address. 
Resolutions were adopted 
indorsing the action of the late county 
anti Chinese Convention, which recom­ 
mends the commencement of a general 
boycott in this city and county to-day.

ALLEGED CHINESE SLAVERY. 


A n Irate C om m ission er am i a P u g ilistic 
A ttorn ey—'The C hinese E xcited . 
The cases of Lee Ah Dot, the Chinaman, 
and You Gim, the Chinawoman, arrested 
some days since on warrants issued by 
United States Commissioner Bugbey, has 
caused intense excitement in Chinatown, 
and no little interest to the public generally. 
That Chinese women have been held 
and are now held in slavery for the vilest 
purposes, is a fact that goes without con­ 
tradiction, and that this case m ight be the 
entering wedge that would obliterate this, 
traffic in hum anity is the hope expressed 
on every side. The Chinese will use coin 
without stint to protect themselves in this 
matter, and one of their own race who acts 
as informer, who would assist in depriving 
one of his countrymen of his hum an chat­ 
tels, would not be considered a good risk 
by a lirst-class life insurance company at 
any price. Kverv point has been taken 
advantage of by the attorneys for the de­ 
fense, innum erable motions made to dis­ 
miss, to amend the complaint and secure 
the possession of detained female witnesses 
by writs of habeas corpus. Saturday m orn­ 
ing General Carey had Tong Quai and Suey 
Yee—women alleged to be detained as wit­ 
nesses—brought before Judge Van Fleet on 
a writ of habeas corpus, directing Commis­ 
sioner Bugbey and Marshal Parker to ap­ 
pear and show cause why the women were 
restrained of their liberty. 
A t the hour designated the Commissioner 
and Marshal Parker appeared in Court, 
accompanied by their counsel, Judge S. S. 
Holl, who. in liis return to the writ, said ; 
" T hat well knowing the power and influ­ 
ence exercised over these Chinese women 
by those who claim to he their masters, 
the Commissioner deemed it expedient to 
commit them to the custody of an officer 
with the view of preventing those who 
held them from exercising such an influ- 
euce over them by threats and intim ida­ 
tion which will induce them not to testify 
when w anted; and in pursuance thereof 
he did commit them to the custody of said 
R. W. Parker. The Commissioner further 
certifies that the women requested him to 
protect them from the claim of their mas­ 
ters, and desired him to put them in charge 
of some person who would protect them. 
That said women are not now imprisoned 
by him, and were not by him imprisoned 
at any time, and they are not now in his 
custody, but in the custody of a person 
designated bv him for the purposes above 
set forth. That he has no desire to de­ 
prive them of their liberty, and is ready 
to abide by any order of this Court in the 
premises, but he earnestly requests the 
Court to ascertain the facts in regard to 
these women, ami respectfully suggests 
that the women themselves will not dare 
to speak the truth in regard to their con­ 
dition in the presence of those who claim 
to be their masters and who have the 
power to punish them if they should ob­ 
tain control of them again." Wherefore, 
the Commissioner 
respectfully suggests 
that the Court take such measures as will 
leave these women perfectly free to declare 
their true condition, and that when ex­ 
amined they he removed entirely from the 
influence and out of the presence and hear­ 
ing of those who claim to control them .” 
General Carey contended that this was 
no answer to the writ, and read and quoted 
law in support of his position. The return 
in no way answered the allegations in the 
writ. 
The Court held that the persons m en­ 
tioned in the w rit m ust be produced in 
Court. 
The Commissioner’s counsel said they 
had no objection to producing the women 
in Court. All they . csired was a fair hear­ 
ing. Further titan that, they had no inter­ 
est in the case. 
General Carey became very much excited 
and said he charged the United States Com­ 
missioner with having entered into a con­ 
spiracy w ith.his counsel, in the interest of 
other Chinese. 
The Court called counsel to order, saying 
they would try one case at a time. 
So fai­ 
no conspiracy had been charged. 
Judge Holl asked leave to make a state- 
to him that they are being held as slaves 
tnent, and said : The women had declared 
by the parties named in the complaint, and 
are 
compelled 
to practice prostitution. 
They say they have no desire to go back to 
the house of ill-fame and follow their old 
life. W e all know that the women thus 
held are of the most timid kind, and they 
are easily intim idated by threats. Heealled 
the attention of the Court to the fact that 
the law precludes even white women from 
doing certain acts—such as acknowledging 
conveyances of real estate in the presence 
of their husbands—and would the Court 
bring these women into the presence and 
examine them in the midst of their severe 
mas’ers’.’ He left it to the judgm ent of the 
Court if the woman should not be exam­ 
ined in such a way and at a place where 
they would be free from intim idation. 
Judge Van Fleet cut oft Itirtlier discus­ 
sion by saying that he would hear nothing 
further from either side until the women 
were produced in Court. 
He declared a 
recess, and the women were sent for. 
Commissioner 
Bugbey 
sent 
for the 
women, and apologized "to the Court for 
their non-appearance. 
During the recess the Judge left the 
Court-room for a few moments. During 
his absence General Carey and the Com­ 
missioner entered into an animated discus­ 
sion. in which strong language was used. 
Bugbey disclaimed having acted unfairlv 
in any particular. General Carey seemed 
to be strongly impressed otherwise. He 
asked the Commissioner if it were not true 
that oi; Friday further proceedings in the 
cases of Lee Alt Dot and You Gim were 
continued until In o’clock ¡Saturday m orn­ 
ing. and yet the defendants were spirited 
away to Ban Francisco on the early train. 
H e challenged Bugbey to deny i t ; said he 
would produce a man in five minutes who 
had seen them on board the train in com­ 
pany with a Deputy United States Marshal, 
and denounced the action as a “ trick.” 
Bugbey attempted to explain that his 
ruling was not inconsistent with his sub­ 
sequent action, hut Carey interrupted the 
statement, exclaiming: 
" Oh, you do not answer my question at 
all, and you cannot.” 
** I do not propose that you shall cram 
any statements down my throat,” exclaimed 
Bugbey. 
“ And I propose to cram the facts of this 
case down your throat, and so far into your 
insides, that they will stick there for years,” 
exclaimed General Carey. 
" And I will show that you arc attem pt­ 
ing to force these women hack into slavery 
and prostitution, in an illegal and cowardly 
m anner,” replied Bugbey. 
The men were glaring’at each other sav­ 
agely, and the last remark of Bugbey caused 
Carey to let fly with his right a blow di­ 
rected at the face of the Commissioner. 
The latter warded it off and raised his cane 
to strike back, when the Deputy Sheriffs 
interfered, and w hat promised to be a pu­ 
gilistic encounter was prevented. 
The 
affair created considerable excitement, es­ 
pecially among the hundred or more Chi­ 
nese present, whose jabberings filled the 
Court-room with a noise equal in inharm o­ 
nious sounds to that of the confusion of 
tongues at Babel. After a moment’s reflec­ 
tion General Carey, regretting his act, apol­ 
ogized to Mr. Bugbey. The apology was 
accepted and the m atter dropped. 
The women having arrived. Court was 
again called to order. 
By this time the 
Court-room, hallway and steps of the build­ 
ing were crowded with Chinese, all of 
whom seemed to be very much excited, 
and fears that a collision between the two 
opposing factions were expressed on even- 
side. Judge Holl asked the Court to have 
the room cleared of Chinamen. 
He said 
the women were intimidated by their pres­ 
ence* and the officers came near having the 
women taken away from them by a mob as 
they entered the Court-room. 
General Carey objected. He said the 
only Chinese really who were intimidators 
were the two who sat near the Commission­ 
er. They were working under the protec­ 
tion. by the advice and in conspiracy with 
the United States Commissioner. They 
had instigated this whole case, and their 
sinister motives were easily divined. 
He 
did not object to their being excluded from 
Jhe Courtroom, but he did object to the 
exclusion of the others. 
Judge Holl in reply said that the two wo­ 
men looked upon the two mea alluded to 
by General Carey as their friends, by and 
through whose aid they expected to be lib­ 
erated from a life of slavish prostitution. 
The Court denied the request, ordered 
the Chinawomen into the hands of the 
Sheriff, and declared a recesss until 1:30 P M. 
The women were taken below to jail, and 
the crowd dispersed. The Chinese com­ 
pletely filled the hall-way, and it was with 
difficulty that the officers cou! i move 
around. As one of the Chinese interested 
in the detention of the women was going 


Fleet had an interpreter sworn and pro­ 
ceeded to question the women himself, 
and counsel for both sides were also al­ 
lowed to question them at length. The 
women stated that they were owned by a 
Chinaman in Chinatown, who compelled 
them to live a life of shame. 
They 
were his chattels. 
H e 
for 
one hail 
paid $1,450. 
She is young and rather 
good-looking. 
The other, not so hand­ 
some a woman, perhaps 35 years of age. 
admitted, rather hlushinglv, "that the last 
time she was sold she onlv brought *901. 
She was very positive in saying that she 
did not wish to be returned to Third street 
She had enough of that life, and desired to 
be allowed to rem ain in the custody of the 
Commissioner. The younger o n e‘made a 
sim ilar statement. They said they would 
like to be allowed their iibertv, to go out 
from the Court-room free. 
If they could 
do this they would not return to their 
masters and live a lite of shame, but 
choose for their companion in life otie of 
their own race. 
If they could not be 
guaranteed that liberty, a liberty possessed 
and guaranteed to every woman in Amer­ 
ica except the Chinese, then they desired 
to remain with Commissioner Bugbey. 
Judge \ an I- leet said be was satisfied 
that Commissioner Bugbey had not know- 
ingiy violated the rights of the women, 
and made an order to the effect that the 
women could go with whom thev pleased. 
The interpreter informed them of the de­ 
cision of the Court, and they remained 
with the Commissioner, who, after the 
Court-room had been cleared of China­ 
men. departed with the women in hacks. 
It is stated that the Chinamen who are 
w orking with the Commissioner in the 
m atter are three of the very best residents 
in Chinatown. 
General Carey left for the Bav Saturday 
evening, w hither he has gone to present his 
side of the ease to Judge Sawyer. 
He 
claims several irregularities in the commit­ 
ments oi Lee Ah D ot-and You Gim, and 
claims the bail in the sum of $10,000 in 
each case is excessive.

¡flatter,

N ew Y o k k, May 22d.—1Tiie Pv;t lias the 
following W ashington special : The State 
Department is actively engaged in negotia­ 
tions designed to protect the interests of 
American fishermen. There lias as yet 
been no official declaration of its position, 
and for manifest reasons. W hile negotia­ 
tions are in their present stage the Admin­ 
istration cannot properly make public the 
correspondence which it has hud with the 
British Minister here and with our Minis­ 
ter to England, but an unofficial rum or 
from Secretary Bayard, which follows, will 
show that lie lias the interests of the Amer­ 
ican fishermen at heart. Senator Frye, of 
Maine, recently addressed the Secretary of 
State the following letter :

A gentleman who hasM kefi with Secre­ 
tary Bayard upon tliis subject within a day 
or two says th at he is as much interested 
in the m atter as either of the Maine Sena­ 
tors can, be, and that he* has great regard 
f°J Viie fishermen, lie expresses himself 
very forcibly in regard to the conduct of 
tiie Canadian authorities, and looks at the 
question as an American and not from a 
party standpoint. He says that there is no 
politics in it, and th at the action of the de­ 
partment cannot be made public just yet, 
but lie can assure any Congressional friend 
of the fishermen that everything that is 
possible is beingdoneto protect their inter­ 
ests. W ith regard to the refusal of the 
Collector of Customs at Digby to permit the 
agent of the Jennie and Julia to buy her 
ring there to smoke, he said that he hau 
instructed Consul-General Phelan to go at 
once to Digby and investigate tbe matter. 
Secretary Bayard deprecated any attempt 
on the part of the fishermen to coerce the 
Canadian Government by force of arms, 
and said that every step in that direction 
would weaken ¡lie United States and 
strengthen Canada. H e hoped also that 
American fishermen would strictly observe 
the local customs aud regulations in Can­ 
ada. 
Portland (Me.), May 22d.—The proprie­ 
tors of the schooner Ella M. Doughty, un­ 
der seizure by ihe Canadian authorities, 
received a dispatch from Englishtown, 
Cape Breton, to-day, from Captain Doughty, 
in which lie says; “ Consul-General Phe­ 
lan has been here, but can’t do anything. 
The vessel is stripped.” 


P o r t l a n d (Me.), May 22d.—At a special 
meeting of the City Council to day resolu­ 
tions were passed denouncing the acts of 
the Canadian Government in seizing Amer­ 
ican schooners as an insult to the ting, cull­ 
ing for reparation, and in rase it is refused 
asking that the Government of the United 
States adopt retaliatory measures.

resolutions are to be sent to the Maine Sen­ 
ators. 
A Portland firm has on the way a Cana­ 
dian schooner with a full cargo of bait, and 
arrangements are being made to establish a 
station beyond the three-mile limit, a serv­ 
ice that will give the American fishermen 
all the bait they want. 


O tt a w a (Ont.), May 22d.— The Govern­ 
ment lias received an official report from 
Captain Scott of the Lansdowne, ot the seiz­ 
ure of the Adams, 
it confirms in every re­ 
spect the previous advices received by tele­ 
graph. The lact appears to be that tiie 
vessel, even if it be prkived that she was 
buying bait, cannot under existing laws be 
held answerable for such contravention of 
international agreement. The law provid­ 
ing for the seizure of foreign vessels for cer­ 
tain offenses is so worded that buying bait 
is not an offense under it. 
Mitchell, ex­ 
Minister ot Marine Fisheries, who prepared 
the legislation under which the seizure was 
presumably made, purposely omitted the 
buying of bait from the list of offenses, be­ 
lieving that bait should be regarded as an 
article of commerce and the buying of bait 
as a commercial transaction.
